In response to the Action dated August 25, 2004, please reconsider this application in 
light of the following Remarks. 

REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for allowing claim 15 and indicating that claims 9-14 and 
20 are directed to patentable subject matter. In view of the allowability of the remaining claims 
in this application, applicant respectfully declines to amend them at this time. 

Claims 1-4 and 7 stand rejected as anticipated by Hess. This rejection is respectfully 
traversed. 

Hess does not at all disclose a water feature as claimed in claim 1 but instead discloses a 
simple water clock in which the time is indicated by the heights of a plurality of static water 
columns, which Hess terms time keeping reservoirs. Contrary to the Examiner's suggestion, 
Hess does not disclose "controlling the rate of water inlet in comparison with the water outlet 
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
